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Art.  26.  To  se  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appeal  to  the  legisla- 
ture, through  our  representative,  to  be  assigned  to  the  First  North- 
ern Worcester  or  the  Fitchburg  judicial  district. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant,  by  posting  up  at- 
tested copies  thereof  at  each  of  the  public  meeting  houses  in  said 
town,  fourteen  days,  at  least,  before  the  time  of  holding  said  meet- 
ing.

« There  were  three  town  meetings  held  during  the  year  1908. 
In  the  following  reports  of  town  meetings,  it  is  a  synopsis  from 
JThe  records  of  each  meeting.) 

PROCEEDINGS  OF  SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING. 
Held  February  8,  1908. 

Article  1.    To  choose  a  moderator. 
Arno  E.  Hnrd  was  chosen. 

Art.  2.  To  see  if  the  town  will  take  any  action  to  oppose  the 
bill  introduced  by  the  city  of  Fitchbnrg  in  the  Legislature,  asking 
leave  to  take  any  land  in  the  water  sheds  of  Meeting-house  pond 
and  Wachusett  lake ;  choose  any  committee,  or  act  anything  relative 
thereto. 

The  bill  mentioned  in  the  article  was  read  by  the  town  clerk. 
Hobart  Raymond  reported  about  a  hearing  on  said  bill  at  the  State 
House  which  he  attended,  for,  and  in  behalf  of  the  selectmen. 
Voted  to  allow  persons  from  out  of  town  to  speak  on  the  subject. 
Voted,  and  elected  Chairman  of  Selectmen  F.  W.  Derby,  Hobart 
Raymond,  F.  W.  Fenno,  W.  H.  AVaterhouse,  and  J.  Hervey  Miller 
as  a  committee  to  oppose  the  bill,  and  voted  that  this  committee 
be  empowered  to  employ  counsel  if  necessary. 

Voted  that  the  town  of  Princeton  be  invited,  through  Mr. 
Buck,  to  co-operate  with  this  committee. 

Art.  3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  take  any  action  in  regard  to 
being  included  in  the  proposed  Second  Northern  Worcester  Court 
District. 
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The  sense  of  the  meeting  was  taken  in  regard  to  the  subject 
matter  of  this  article,  and  voted  unanimously  in  opposition  to 
being  included  in  the  proposed  district. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  take  any  action  in  regard  to 
the  petition  before  the  Legislature,  asking  that  a  part  of  Westmin- 
ster be  annexed  to  the  city  of  Fitchburg,  or  act  anything  relative 
thereto. 

F.  W.  Derby  read  a  letter  from  our  Representative  in  General 
Court  which  stated  that  the  petition  was  not  admitted,  and  it  was 
voted  to  pass  over  the  article.

To  see  if  the  town  will  choose  any  committee  to 
confer  with  the  Connecticut  River  Power  Co.,  in  regard  to  obtain- 
iiMplectricity  for  the  purpose  of  lighting  the  streets  and  public 
bufflings  with  electricity,  or  act  anything  relative  thereto.

Voted  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  school  committee  and 
selectmen. 

Art.  29.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  change  the  system  of 
heating  the  town  hall,  raise  and  appropriate  any  sum  of  money  for 
the  same,  or  act  anything  relative  thereto. 

Voted  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  selectmen,  with  au- 
thority to  act  at  their  discretion. 

Art.  30.  To  see  if  the  town  will  pass  any  vote,  or  make  any 
regulations  about  smoking  in  the  town  hall  building,  or  act  any- 
thing relative  thereto. 

Voted  to  prohibit  all  smoking  in  the  town  hall  building. 

Art.  31.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  any 
sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  concrete  sidewalk 
at  the  westerly  end  of  Main  street,  or  act  anything  relative  thereto.

REPORT  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


To  the  Selectmen  of  Westminster: 

In  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Engineers  I  present  the  annual 
report  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  ending  Feb.  1,  1909. 

The  engine  houses  are  in  good  condition,  and  the  engines  and 
other  apparatus  believed  to  be  in  good  working  order. 

We  have  had  a  large  number  of  calls  on  account  of  brush  fires, 
due  mostly,  we  believe,  to  the  very  dry  weather  late  in  the  fall,  and 
consequently  a  more  expensive  year  than  the  average  in  this  line  of 
work. 

The  purchase  of  300  feet  of  new  hose  for  Engine  No.  1  is; 
explained  by  our  experience  at  the  Goodridge  lumber  yard  fire.  If 
we  had  at  that  time  sufficient  hose  to  reach  the  water  supply  at  the 
brook  a  large  part  of  the  lumber  would  have  been  saved  and  the 
town  saved  the  expense  of  sending  to  Gardner  for  a  steamer.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


There  have  been  reported  to  the  Board  of  Health  during  the 
year  five  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  one  case  of  diphtheria.  These 
cases  were  quarantined,  and  later  disinfection  of  the  premises  was 
done.  One  nuisance  complaint  was  received,  of  the  carcass  of  an 
unburied  cow,  lying  in  an  open  field,  and  another  of  a  horse.  Upon 
investigation  these  were  ordered  buried. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  have  furnished  the  virus  and  the 
local  board  have  given  free  vaccination  to  34  school  children.  This 
Board  have,  according  to  the  statutes,  paid  money  for  enforced 
quarantine  as  appended  below.

LIBRARY  REPORT. 


Your  trustees  are  glad  to  report  this  year  an  increased  interest 
in  the  library  by  the  reading  public. 

Especially  to  those  who  have  seldom  or  never  entered  the 
library  building,  as  well  as  the  regular  patrons,  we  wish  to  call 
attention  to  the  valuable  collection  of  books  in  the  reference  depart- 
ment of  the  library.  A  portion  of  these  books  are  conveniently  ar- 
ranged in  the  reading  room,  and  are  accessible  to  all  without  con- 
sulting the  librarian. 

Here  the  searcher  may  find  information  from  A  to  Z  in  a 
wide  range  of  subjects. 

The  library  building  is  conveniently  situated,  and  the  books 
are  handy  to  consult.  We  would  be  pleased  to  have  you  call  and 
examine  your  "goods"  often.  The  experienced  attendants,  with 
their  knowledge  of  the  books  available,  will  cheerfully  help  find 
what  is  wanted,  if  requested. 

The  fire  in  the  basement  of  the  library,  which  occurred  on 
the  afternoon  of  December  2,  was  undoubtedly  caused  by  the  ig- 
niting of  leaves  which  blew  into  the  cold  air  box  (used  as  a  ven- 
tilating flue),  and  were  drawn  by  suction  imder  the  furnace.  The 
fire  was  communicated  by  the  burning  leaves  to  the  wooden  cold  air 
box,  which  w^as  connected  with  the  furnace.  This  box  was  partially 
consumed  by  the  flames.  A  basement  door  was  demolished  by  the 
firemen  to  get  at  the  fire,  and  there  was  some  damage  caused  by 
the  water  in  the  basement;  but  the  most  serious  damage  to  the 
library  was  caused  by  the  smoke  and  soot  from  the  charred  wood 
which  permeated  the  stack  room  and  other  parts  of  the  building. 
Some  of  the  effects  of  the  fire  can  not  be  conveniently  removed 
until  warm  weather.  The  damage,  which  wias  covered  by  insur- 
ance, was  adjusted  with  the  agent  by  the  selectmen. 
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To  avoid  another  disaster  of  the  same  kind,  a  screen  has  been 
placed  over  the  outdoor  end  of  the  air  box,  and  the  part  of  it 
which  was  attached  to  the  furnace  in  the  main  basement  has  been 
replaced  with  galvanized  iron. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  trustees  subsequent  to  the  iire,  it  was  voted 
to  commend  and  thank  our  librarian  for  her  presence  of  mind  and 
prompt  action  at  the  time  of  the  fire. 

Thanks  are  also  due  to  "the  regular  firemen  and  volunteers, 
both  men  and  women,  who  worked  so  efficaciously  in  subduing  the 
flames. 

The  hot  air  flues  in  the  basement  have  been  covered  with  asbes- 
tos paper.  Some  stovepipe  has  been  replaced  with  new,  and  the 
remainder  will  have  to  be  renewed  in  a  short  time. 

The  copper  gutter  on  the  front  side  of  the  building  still  con- 
tinues to  break  by  expansion  and  contraction,  causing  annoyance 
by  leaking,  and  necessitating  frequent  repairs.  It  has  been  sug- 
gested by  an  experienced  builder  that  we  have  the  broad  plain  cop- 
per replaced  with  soft  rolled  crimped  copper..  This  may  have  to  be 
done  before  the  trouble  can  be  permanently  remedied.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN.

The  annual  report  of  the  library  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1908,  is  herewith  presented. 

The  library  was  open  99  days,  and  the  circulation  was  7,983, 
a  daily  average  of  81  volumes.  The  largest  daily  circulation  was 
130,  on  Feb.  22,  and  the  smallest  was  35,  on  April  15. 

During  the  months  of  November  and  December  the  reading 
rooms  were  open  Sunday  afternoons  from  two  to  four  o'clock,  but 
the  attendance  was  not  sufficient  to  warrant  the.  continuance  of  the 
Simday  opening. 

The  building  was  closed  from  Dec.  2  to  Dec.  16,  while  repairs, 
were  in  process  incident  to  the  fire.  At  this  time  the  books  and 
working  equipment  were  thoroughly  renovated. 

The  total  number  of  volumes  in  the  library  is  6,820,  an  in- 
crease of  330  during  the  3^ear.  T]^e  additions  are  divided  ds  fol- 
lows :  New  volumes,  270  ;  replaced,  7 ;  bound  volumes,  29 ;  gifts,  24 ; 
rebound,  54.  Bulletins  of  new  books  are  issued  in  January  and 
July  of  each  year. 

Several  much-needed  works  of  reference  have  been  added,  and 
a  larger  amount  of  reference  work  has  been  done  than  in  any  pre- 
vious year.  Many  volumes  have  also  been  borrowed  from  other 
sources. 

The  most  used  and  valued  of  any  set  of  books  is  the  New  Inter- 
national Encyclopedia. 

The  library  is  an  adjunct  and  supplement  to  the  public  school, 
much  of  the  reference  work  being  done  in  the  library,  and  many 
volumes  are  in  use  in  the  schools.  Files  of  magazines  of  previous 
years  have  been  placed  in  a  number  of  the  districts. 

Three  collections  of  pictures  have  been  loaned  by  the  Woman's 
Education  Association  of  Boston.    In  April,  views  of  "Switzer- 
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land/'  July,  "New  England  Birds/'  and  October,  "English  Water- 
colors."  The  most  successful  of  these  was  the  collection  of  bird 
pictures.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


The  school  committee  respectfully  submits  the  following  report 
for  the  year  ending  February  1,  1909. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  treasurer's  report  that  the  school  appro- 
priation for  1908  has  been  all  expended,  and  we  have  been  obliged 
to  overdraw  our  account  by  a  small  sum,  but  we  thought  it  better 
to  do  this  than  to  leave  unpaid  bills. 

Since  the  financial  year  of  the  town  closes  February  1,  all  bills 
incurred  during  that  month  have  to  be  paid  from  the  next  year's 
appropriation. 

For  the  past  two  years  your  committee  have  had  under  con- 
sideration the  necessity  of  making  quite  expensive  repairs  on  some 
of  the  district  schoolhouses ;  some  of  these  repairs  have  been  com- 
pleted during  the  last  year,  consequently  we  are  glad  to  bring  to 
your  notice  the  fact  that  most  of  our  school  houses  are  in  good  con- 
dition. 

The  transportation  of  our  school  children  still  requires  much 
thought  and  consideration.  It  is  quite  difficult  to  reach  a  mini- 
mum standard  of  expense,  considering  the  importance  of  com- 
petent drivers  and  safe  vehicles.  On  many  occasions  a  team 
is  obliged  to  travel  from  one  to  three  miles  from  its  regu- 
lar course  in  order  to  reach  one  or  two  children  who  do  not 
feel  obliged  to  walk  to  a  point  of  comparatively  short  distance 
to  meet  the  team.  These  things  are  liable  to  add  extra  expense  for 
the  owners  of  the  teams,  and  it  must  be  considered  no  more  than 
just  they  should  be  paid  accordingly.  Our  main  object  has  been 
to  procure  trusty  men  for  the  transportation  of  the  school  children. 

This  same  principle  governs  the  conduct  of  your  committee 
in  regard  to  the  teachers  of  our  town. 
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Nearly  enough  wood  has  been  bought  to  supply  the  schools  for 
the  year,  and  in  a  few  cases  some  will  remain  over  for  next  year. 

The  valuation  of  the  town  having  been  raised,  May  1,  1908, 
above  $750,000  obliges  us  to  pay  one-half  the  tuition  of  Westminster 
pupils  in  the  senior  class  of  Fitchburg  High  School;  that  is,  the 
state,  instead  of  reimbursing  us  in  full  for  the  tuition  at  Fitch- 
burg as  in  past  years,  will  only  reimburse  us  for  one-half  of  the 
amount.  As  we  do  not  pay  these  bills  until  the  close  of  the  school 
year,  in  June,  this  money  will  have  to  be  taken  from  next  year's 
appropriation.

The  above  table  indicates  a  decided  increase  in  the  average 
membership  and  average  attendance  of  our  schools.    It  is  also 
obvious  that  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  town  has  passed  the 
$750,000  mark,  and  that  consequently  Westminster  will  hereafter 
receive  from  the  state  treasury  reimbursement  for  only  one-half 
of  all  money  expended  for  the  tuition  of  resident  pupils  in  the 
senior  classes  of  outside  high  schools. 

The  reopening  of  North  Common  restores  our  number  of  re- 
quired teachers  to  fourteen. 

Tt  is  a  significant  fact  that  the  local  school  burden  per  each 
$1000  of  valuation  is  less  by  $  .10  than  during  the  previous  year.

The  most  gratifying  feature  of  the  above  table  is  the  fine  per 
cent,  of  attendance,  93.04.  This  is  the  best  record  since  my  con- 
nection with  the  schools,  and  is  one  per  cent,  higher  than  the  aver- 
age for  the  state  at  large. 

The  figure  for  the  total  average  membership  of  the  schools 
is  slightly  misleading  in  that  the  membership  of  North  Common 
is  included  on  a  common  basis  with  that  of  the  other  schools  of 
the  town. 

This  school,  however,  was  in  session  only  six  weeks  during 
the  past  school  year,  and  hence  its  membership  obtains  a  dispropor- 
tionate advantage  in  the  total  result. 
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It  is  possible  that,  for  the  purpose  of  future  statistical  returns, 
the  average  membership  and  average  attendance  of  all  part-time 
schools  should  be  reduced  in  the  proportions  which  their  total  ses- 
sion periods  bear  to  the  length  of  the  school  year. 
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TEACHEES  AND  SCHOOLS. 

During  the  year  just  closed  the  teaching  force  has  remained 
intact  at  the  Center^  North  Westminster,  the  Lake,  and  Soutii 
Westminster. 

We  have  also  been  fortunate  in  retaining  the  services  of  Mrs. 
Gi-riffin  and  Mr.  Ketchum,  our  special  teachers  of  music  and 
drawing. 

At  the  opening  of  the  spring  term  Miss  Veronica  Lennon  of 
Fitchburg  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  Whitmanville  school.  Miss 
Lennon's  untimely  death  in  August  was  followed  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  Miss  Marion  H.  Hubbard  of  Leominster,  a  teacher  of 
successful  experience,  who  is  still  with  us. 

After  remaining  closed  for  nearly  a  year,  North  Common  was 
reopened  on  May  18,  in  charge  of  Mrs.  Iv.  T.  Dutton  as  substitute 
teacher.  An  investigation  by  your  superintendent  had  disclosed 
the  fact  that  fifteen  children  of  school  age  were  living  in  the  dis- 
trict. Several  of  these  young  people  had  previously  attended  the 
Narrows  school,  while  others  were  at  the  time  of  the  investigation, 
pupils  at  the  Center  and  Whitmanville.  Several  were  not  members 
of  any  school.  Under  these  circumstances  it  seemed  imperative 
to  re-establish  a  school  at  North  Common,  and  Mrs.  Dutton  con- 
tinued in  charge  until  the  Christmas  holidays,  since  which  time 
Miss  Alfreda  M.  Miller,  a  graduate  of  Westminster  High  and  now 
a  student  at  Fitchburg  Normal,  has  served  as  substitute  teacher. 

During  the  summer  Miss  Hunt  resigned  her  position  at 
Minott,  and  Miss  Mabelle  E.  Parker  of  Fitchburg  was  appointed 
her  successor.  At  the  same  time  Miss  Lee^s  place  at  the  Depot 
school  was  filled  by  the  choice  of  Miss  Helen  A.  Coughlin  of  Fitch- 
burg. Miss  Lee,  who  left  to  take  a  position  in  Webster^  had  served 
acceptably  for  three  years  as  teacher  of  the  North  Common  and 
Depot  schools.    Her  departure  was  much  regretted. 

At  Christmas  Miss  Hicks  resigned  to  accept  a  position  as 
teacher  in  Dawson's  Business  College,  Fitchburg,  and  Mrs.  K.  T. 
Dutton  has  since  served  as  substitute  teacher  at  the  Narrows. 
For  two  years  and  a  half  Miss  Hicks  had  successfully  taught  the 
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Narrows  school  and  her  faithful  service  will  not  soon  be  forgotten. 

I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  the  school  year  may  with  profit 
to  the  children  be  extended  from  32  weeks  (the  legal  minimum)  to 
34  weeks  for  the  grammar  school  and  33  weeks  for  the  remaining 
elementary  schools. 

TEXT-BOOKS,  ETC. 

The  equipment  of  the  High  school  has  been  notably  strength- 
ened by  the  addition  of  the  following  texts : — 

Holmes's  "Autocrat  of  the  Breakfast-Table'^ — Grade  XII. 

Chardenal's  "Complete  French  Course''  (rev.  ed.) — Grade  XII. 

Wells's  "Academic  Algebra" — Grade  X. 

Collar  &  Daniell's  "First  Year  Latin"— Grade  X. 

These  books  have  taken  the  places  of  sets  already  worn  out  or 
otherwise  rendered  unserviceable. 

A  large  constructive  outline  blackboard  map  of  the  United 
States  has  been  procured  for  the  joint  use  of  the  High  and  Gram- 
mar schools,  and  has  been  found  particularly  helpful  in  the  de- 
velopment of  historical  themes. 

The  use  of  "Current  Events"  in  the  schools  has  been  tem- 
porarily discontinued  since  June,  but  the  High  school  continues 
to  receive  each  month  single  copies  of  World's  Work  and  Eeview  of 
Eeviews. 

The  High  school  weekly  exercise  in  Current  Events  has  stead- 
ily improved  in  character  and  is  now  an  established  feature  of  the 
course. 

Grade  IX.  of  the  Grammar  school  has  been  supplied  with  the 
eighth  book  of  the  Brooks  Eeader  series  and  Alton's  Descriptive 
Speller  is  now  a  regular  text  for  the  seventh  grade  of  all  the  schools. 

Music  has  received  its  due  share  of  attention,  as  the  following

The  schools  throughout  the  town  are  now  thoroughly  equipped 
with  continental  wall  maps  of  the  Globe  and  Universal  series. 

To  assist  in  the  proper  presentation  of  hygiene  topics,  the 
following  material  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  each  teacher : — 

Good  Health. — Biook  1.  of  Gulick  Hygiene  Series. 

Tuberculosis  and  its  Prevention. — Pamphlet  issued  by  Mass.

— Pamphlet  is- 
sued by  Mass.  State  Board  of  Health. 

Since  last  September  the  Aldine  System  of  Eeading  has  been 
on  trial  in  the  first  grade  of  the  Center  Primary  school.  A 
complete  equipment  of  primers,  chart,  manual,  phonic  and  sight 
word  cards  was  procured  at  the  outset,  and  the  experiment  has 
been  so  markedly  successful  that  I  trust  your  committee  will  se- 
riously consider  the  advisability  of  a  further  extension  of  the  Aldine 
method  in  our  primary  grades  another  year.  This  new  system 
of  reading  is  a  radical  departure  from  the  old  in  that  it  entirely 
excludes  diacritical  marks  and  makes  extensive  use  of  story-telling 
and  a  few  fundamental  rhymes  as  a  basis  of  thought  getting  and 
thought  expression.  Complex  and  confusing  analysis  of  vowel 
sounds  is  avoided,  and  dependence  placed  upon  familiar  and  oft- 
repeated  consonant  forms. 

I  feel  sure  that  we  have  secured  better  results  than  formerly 
in  our  first  grade  reading,  both  as  to  clearness  and  vivacity.

A  glance  at  the  above  table  shows  that  nearly  every  school 
child  in  Westminster  has  received  the  annual  test  for  sight  and 
hearing.  Cases  of  defective  hearing  are  comparatively  rare,  but 
we  still  have  a  considerable  though  decreasing  number  of  pupils 
suffering  from  impaired  vision  or  eye-strain.  In  certain  cases  the 
use  of  glasses  is  found  to  relieve  strain  and  squinting,  in  others 
to  restore  defective  vision  to  normal  efficiency,  and  in  still  others 
to  greatly  improve  an  otherwise  bad  condition.  Where  difficulties  of 
vision  are  slight  and  unaccompanied  by  strain  or  inflammation, 
no  notice  is  sent  to  the  parent.  For  the  purposes  of  this  report,  all 
eye  defectives  are  included,  the  basis  of  the  test  being  unaided 
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vision.  Those  who  wear  glasses,  however,  are  carefully  examined 
with  and  without  glasses,  and  the  proper  records  made  of  both 
results  for  future  reference. 

THE  COUESE  OF  STUDY. 

The  time  seems  to  have  arrived  when  a  careful  re-examination 
and  revision  of  the  eleifientarj  course  of  study  has  become  almost 
imperative. 

I  am  still  a  firm  believer  in  the  application  of  the  minimum 
requirement  idea  to  all  the  main  lines  of  effort  in  our  schools.  Any 
new  course  of  study  should  embody  in  its  aims,  simplicity,  strength, 
clearness,  and  adaptability  to  the  child's  greatest  needs  at  each 
pei'iod  of  growth. 

The  National  Education  Association  in  its  recent  declaration 
of  principles  has  recommended  the  "subordination  of  highly  diver- 
sified and  overcrowded  courses  of  study  in  the  grades  to  a  thorough 
drill  in  essential  subjects,  and  the  sacrifice  of  quantity  to  an  im- 
provement in  the  quality  of  instruction".  Something,  I  trust, 
has  already  been  accomplished  by  us  along  these  lines.  For  in- 
stance, as  was  stated  in  last  yearns  report,  a  minimum  outline  in 
arithmetic  has  been  established  for  the  grades.  This,  no  doubt,  can 
be  still  further  simplified  and  improved  whenever  a  general  revi- 
sion of  the  course  is  attempted. 

We  also  have  a  minimum  requirement  in  written  composition 
which  affects  all  grades  above  the  third.  The  details  of  this  method 
have  worked  well  in  practice  and  will  probably  not  require  ma- 
terial change  for  some  time.  Eegarding,  however,  the  general  sub- 
ject of  language  and  text-book  grammar,  considerable  remains  to  be 
done. 

A  committee  of  three,  chosen  by  the  teachers  at  their  last  meet- 
ing, will  shortly  confer  with  your  superintendent  regarding  the 
preparation  of  a  minimum  outline  in  language  for  grades  II.-IIL- 
IV.,  which  will  later  be  presented  to  your  committee  for  acceptance 
or  amendment.

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We  likewise  need  a  simpler  elementary  language  text.  The 
book  now  in  use  is  too  severe  and  extensive  in  its  treatment  to  make 
the  proper  appeal  to  a  young  child.  Furthermore  it  is  an  open 
question,  whether  we  should  undertake  text-book  language  work 
below  the  fourth  grade. 

The  third  grade  child  is  hardly  prepared  to  handle  readily 
any  but  tlic  simplest  of  texts.  He  needs  one  more  year  of  general 
reading  to  fit  him  for  the  prompt  assimilation  of  ideas  from  the 
closely-printed  page. 

I  trust  that  story-telling  both  by  teacher  and  pupils  will  take 
a  larger  place  in  the  English  work  of  the  schools.  To  think  a  thing 
through  and  then  stand  up  and  tell  it  through,  is  a  vital  under- 
taking. 

Consecutive  and  logical  expression,  the  development  of  an  idea, 
is  a  necessity  of  the  case.  No  child  who  is  allowed  to  qualify  on 
a  basis  of  monosyllabic  answers  to  disconnected  queries  can  pos- 
sibly gain  power  in  English. 

I  desire  to  re-emphasize  the  suggestion  of  last  year  that  min- 
imum lists  of  important  spelling  words  be  prepared  for  all  grades 
above  the  first,  the  object  being  to  secure  from  every  pupil  an  ap- 
proach to  absolute  accuracy  in  the  spelling  of  his  required  list. 

Regarding  the  subject  of  geograph}'',  the  following  suggestions 
are  offered: — 

a.  The  diminishing  and  simplifying  of  the  required  work 
for  grade  four. 

b.  A  possible  change  of  text-book,  especially  for  grades  lY.- 

YI. 

c.  The  preparation  of  an  outline  which  shall  emphasize  lo- 
cational  geography,  and  the  making  of  certain  maps. 

d.  A  more  vital  connection  between  the  essential  facts  of  ge- 
ography and  the  life  and  movements  of  the  times. 

e.  An  avoidance  of  too  much  reference  to  minor  physiograph- 
ical  features,  climatic  changes,  etc.  in  the  lower  grades. 

In  the  important  history  work  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  years, 
certain  dominant  features  which  extend  over  large  cross-sections 
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of  our  national  life  might  well  be  indicated  in  an  outline  for  the 
teacher.    Such  a  list  would  probably  include  topics  like  these : 
Slavery. 

The  Development  of  Parties. 

Our  Foreign  Policy. 

Additions  to  our  territory,  etc.,  etc. 

Definite  suggestions  might  likewise  be  made  regarding  the 
closer  correlation  of  geography  with  history,  and  the  making  of  ac- 
curate historical  maps. 

In  short,  the  main  object  of  a  revision  of  our  course  of  study 
should  be  to  reduce  the  field  of  effort  to  its  simplest  terms,  and  then 
point  the  way  so  clearly  that  every  energetic  and  intelligent  teacher 
can  secure  important  results  at  each  stage  of  the  process. 


THE  PROBLEM  OF  OVERCROWDED  SCHOOLS. 

Attention  was  called  in  last  yearns  report  to  the  fact  that  over 
fifty  pupils  seated  at  double  desks  were  concentrated  in  the  Center 
intermediate  room.  The  advent  of  another  year  has  increased  that 
number  to  sixty-one,  and  the  problem  presses  for  solution. 

A  certain  measure  of  relief  for  this  congested  condition  was 
effected  last  September  by  excusing  grade  lY.  at  recess  in  the 
afternoon. 

The  fact  remains,  however,  that  the  school  is  too  unwieldy  for 
the  accomplishment  of  the  results  we  would  like.  Much  credit  is 
due  Mrs.  Mansur  for  her  forbearance  and  steady  handling  of  a 
difficult  and  trying  situation. 

The  present  grades  in  the  upper  primary,  intermediate  and 
grammar  departments  number  as  follows : — 

PRIMARY. 

Grade  III. — 19  pupils. 
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INTERMEDIATE. 

Grade  IV. — 14  pupils. 
Grade  V. — 16  pupils. 
Grade  VI. — 31  pupils. 

Total  61  pupils. 

GRAMMAR. 

Grade  VII.— 8  pupils. 
Grade  VIII.— 14  pupils. 
Grade  IX.— 17  pupils. 

Total  39  pupils. 

Assuming  that  16  pupils  enter  grade  IV.  from  the  primary 
room  next  fall,  that  25  pupils  leave  the  intermediate  room  for  the 
grammar  department,  and  that  8  of  the  19  children  now  attending 
grade  VII.  in  various  district  schools,  come  to  the  Center  to  join 
grade  VIII.,  the  situation  rearranges  itself  as  follows : 

INTERMEDIATE  I 

Grade  IV. — 16  pupils. 
Grade  V. — 14  pupils. 
Grade  IV. — 16  pupils.

GRAMMAR  : 

Grade  VII.— 25  pupils.

The  capacity  of  the  grammar  room  when  stretched  to  its 
reasonable  limits  is  42  pupils. 

Making  all  due  allowances  for  the  unexpected  dropping  out 
of  various  children  from  the  schools,  it  is  still  safe  to  say,  that  the 
present  deplorable  overcrowding  of  the  intermediate  room  will  be 
transferred  to  the  grammar  room  next  year. 
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In  view* of  all  the  circumstances,  I  am  prepared  to  make  the 
following  recommendation : — 

That  an  extra  teacher  be  obtained,  and  one  or  two  grades  of  the 
Center  Elementary  schools  be  placed  in  her  charge  at  the  opening 
of  the  current  spring  term. 

That  a  suitable  place  be  procured  for  the  housing  of  this  school, 
and  seats,  desks,  books,  stove,  etc.,  for  its  outfitting  be  taken,  so  far 
as  possible,  from  existing  school-rooms. 

That  this  additional  school  be  maintained  until  the  number 
of  pupils  in  both  intermediate  and  grammar  departments  has  been 
restored  to  a  normal  level. 

I  believe  that  the  prompt  relief  of  over-congestion  in  our  Cen- 
ter schools  outweighs  in  importance  any  other  consideration  im- 
mediately before  us. 

THE  FLAG. 

The  provisions  of  the  state  law  regarding  the  use  of  the  United 
States  flag  in  connection  with  every  public  school  building,  merit 
our  attention  at  this  time.  Such  flag,  of  silk  or  bunting,  with  suit- 
able apparatus,  should  be  displayed  "on  the  school  house  building 
or  grounds  every  school  day  when  the  weather  permits,  and  on  the 
inside  of  the  school  house  on  other  school  days." 

Various  causes  conspire  to  put  a  school  flag  out  of  commission 
unless  the  needed  repair  is  made.  The  flag  itself  becomes  frayed 
and  torn ;  the  rope  ravels  and  wears  out,  entangles  itself  in  the 
pulley  at  the  top  of  the  pole,  or  is  stolen  or  destroyed  by  some 
vandal ;  the  pole  weathers,  cracks,  becomes  dangerous,  or  even  as  at 
North  Common  is  utterly  demolished  by  lightning. 

Your  committee  has  already  taken  steps  for  the  proper  unfurl- 
ing of  a  suitable  flag  on  the  outside  of  every  school  building  at  the 
opening  of  the  spring  term. 

It  would  likewise  appear  advisable  to  keep  on  hand  a  reserve 
stock  of  flag  rope  and  3'x5'  bunting  flags,  so  that  any  defect  when 
reported  could  be  promptly  repaired. 
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The  persistent  display  of  "Old  Grlory'^  on  the  outside  of  every 
schoolhonse  in  all  but  the  stormiest  weather,  constitutes  a  most 
effective  appeal  to  the  patriotic  instincts  of  our  boys  and  girls. 

EECENT  MASSACHUSETTS  SCHOOL 
LEGISLATION,  ETC. 

The  repeal  of  that  section  of  the  medical  inspection  law  which 
formerly  limited  expenditures  to  the  amount  specifically  appro- 
priated therefor  in  town  meeting,  makes  it  mandatory  upon  every 
town  to  provide  for  proper  medical  inspection  of  its  schools. 

Personally  your  superintendent  favors  an  annual  physical  ex- 
amination of  every  child  in  the  public  schools  and  such  other  ex- 
aminations in  individual  cases  as  circumstances  may  from  time 
to  time  require. 

Special  instruction  as  to  tuberculosis  and  its  prevention,  is 
hereafter  to  be  taught  as  a  regular  branch  of  study  in  public  schools. 

The  term  of  the  commission  on  industrial  education  is  ex- 
tended from  three  to  five  years.  Any  resident  of  Massachusetts 
with  the  approval  of  the  commission  may  attend,  at  public  expense, 
an  independent  industrial  school  in  a  neighboring  town  or  city,  pro- 
vided the  town  or  city  of  his  residence  does  not  maintain  such  a 
school.  In  all  such  cases,  the  town  paying  tuition  is  entitled  to  half 
reimbursement  from  the  state. 

In  order  to  place  a  college  education  within  practical  reach 
of  every  boy  and  girl  in  the  state,  it  is  proposed  to  establish  Massa- 
chusetts College  whenever  an  endowment  fund  of  three  million 
dollars  is  secured.  The  plan  includes  lectures,  exercises,  etc.,  by 
competent  professors  at  some  twenty-four  distributed  centers  of 
instruction,  with  the  privilege  of  non-resident  study,  and  a  tuition 
payment  of  about  thirty-five  dollars  per  3^ear.  It  is  expected  that 
many  already  existing  educational  plants,  high  school  buildings, 
libraries  and  the  like,  will  be  used  for  the  various  branches  of  col- 
lege activity.    Such  an  institution,  if  wisely  administered,  will  in- 
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evitablv  attract  a  large  number  of  ambitious  students  from  the 
lower  middle  classes.  From  such  students  will  come  an  increasing 
number  of  efficient  high  and  grammar  teachers  for  the  schools  of 
Massachusetts.  The  influence  of  the  proposed  college  is  bound  to 
extend  the  scope  and  prosperity  of  that  large  bod}^  of  our  citizen- 
ship which  depends  upon  the  dail}^  toil  for  daily  bread. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

On  x\pril  10,  the  pupils  of  the  High  school  presented  a  pleas- 
ing operetta,  "The  Merry  Company/^  in  the  town  hall. 

On  the  afternoon  of  April  20,  public  exercises  in  honor  of 
Patriots'  Day  were  held  in  the  town  hall  under  the  auspices  of  the 
G.  A.  R.  and  Women's  Eelief  Corps.  Rev.  Mr.  Spaulding  of  Gard- 
ner gave  an  address  on  "Washington  and  Lincoln,"  and  two  pupils 
of  the  High  school,  Carrie  Estabrook  and  Thomas  Harrocks,  spoke 
respectively  on  the  "Lincoln  Farm  Association"  and  "Lincoln  the 
Man."    Pupils  of  the  public  schools  assisted  in  the  singing. 

The  grammar  and  intermediate  schools  gave  a  Handel  and 
Haydn  musicale  in  the  high  school  room  on  the  afternoon  of  June 
5. 

The  annual  reunion  of  the  Alumni  of  the  Westminster  High 
school  and  Academy,  with  interesting  addresses,  took  place  on  the 
afternoon  and  evening  of  August  5. 

Friday  evening,  October  30,  under  the  auspices  of  the  high  and 
grammar  schools,  Mrs.  Mabel  Loomis  Todd  gave  an  interesting 
lecture  in  the  town  hall  on  "A  Trip  to  Peru." 

On  December  11,  the  schools  of  the  Center  presented  their  an- 
nual public  entertainment,  which  consisted  largely  of  music. 

Proper  observances  of  the  Lincoln  centenary  were  held  in  all 
the  schools  at  the  close  of  the  winter  term. 
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CONCLUSION. 

I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  frank  and  helpful  at- 
titude which  your  committee  have  ever  maintained  toward  me.  No 
superintendent  could  ask  for  a  freer  hand  or  heartier  support.

Merry  Company." 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  school  board,  the  super- 
intendent and  the  teachers  for  their  hearty  co-operation  with  me  in 
the  work.

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EEPOET  OF  THE  DRAWING  SUPERVISOR. 

Mr.  George  Rugg,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Westminster,  Mass., 
My  De^r  Mk.  Rugg  : — The  following  is  a  report  of  the  course 
in  drawing  for  the  past  year. 

In  my  report  of  last  year  mention  was  made  of  handwork  in 
the  schools,  and  of  a  plan  for  making  a  fe\^  things  in  the  West- 
minster schools.  Several  things  were  planned  and  made  snccess- 
fully  of  thin  cardboard.  I  believe  it  would  be  well  if  more  of  this 
could  be  done  and  have  planned  accordingly  for  drawings  to  be 
made  later  by  the  pupils  and  the  objects  made  from  these  drawings 
in  exactly  the  same  way  that  a  mechanic  works  from  a  machine 
drawing.  The  thin  cardboard  is  apparently  one  of  the  best  ma- 
terials for  handwork  in  the  ungraded  schools,  and  is  inexpensive. 

During  the  fall  the  usual  course  in  drawing  was  carried  out; 
in  November  considerable  time  was  given  to  geometric  drawing, 
which  develops  exactness  in  measuring  and  careful  drawing  with 
ruler  and  compass.  Most  of  the  December  work  was  the  making  of 
things  for  Christmas,  in  January  the  freehand  drawing  of  various 
objects. 

Later  I  am  planning  for  several  working  drawings  to  be  made 
by  each  pupil  in  the  upper  grades  of  type  solids  and  of  simple  pieces 
of  furniture.  Also  plan  drawing  will  be  taken  up,  such  as  a  plan  of 
a  schoolroom,  and  of  a  schoolhouse  with  yard,  trees,  street,  etc. 
This  is  something  all  boys  and  girls  should  understand  before  they 
leave  school. 

It  is  my  intention  to  keep  the  course  simple  and  practical  and 
to  make  it  especially  valuable  to  those  who  will  not  receive  further 
education. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  you,  to  the  teachers  and  to  the 
committee  for  the  support  given  me  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Westminster: 

The  inspection  of  the  public  schools  for  the  year  1908  has  not 
been  on  the  general  order  of  1907. 

The  new  pnpils  of  each  school  have  been  examined,  with  the 
result:  Four  cases  of  pediculosis,  seven  of  impetigo  contagiosa,  two' 
cases  of  tenias  carcinata  and  the  usual  proportion  of  adenoids  and 
enlarged  tonsils  and  defective  teeth.  The  contagious  diseases  have 
been  treated,  and  the  surgical  troubles  have  been  recommended  for 
relief.  The  schools  have  all  been  inspected  and  found  in  a  fair 
condition.  Eight  children  have  been  referred  to  the  inspector's 
office  for  diagnosis. 

The  physician  is  ready  to  call  upon  any  school  by  notification 
from  the  teacher.  The  time  required  to  attend  these  various  func- 
tions has  been  50  hours.  Through  the  kindness  and  charity  of  the 
Junior  Christian  Endeavor  Society,  one  child  has  been  fitted  with 
spectacles,  so  that  the  child  has  been  able  to  attend  school  and  make 
a  very  qfeditable  showing.  It  seems  that  there  should  be  some 
provision  made  for  the  very  poor  by  some  authority.  There  seemed 
to  be  none  in  this  case.
